KANSAS LANDS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasnrveotor, D. C., Feb. 4—The House 
to-day passed the bill to provide for the sale 
of certain Indian lands in Kansas, introduced 
by Mr. Scales at the second session. It re- 
duces the appraisement made in 1873 from 
$5.024¢ to $8 per acre. The Committee on 
Indian Affairs have decided the latter to be 
a just and fair valuation. The former price 
was incorporated in the original bili by the 
advice of the Commissioner of Indian Af- 
fairs. The Committee say that 83 per 
acre is what the lands were worth 
when abandoned by the Indians, nearly 
twenty years ago, These Indians agreed to 
take $2.50 for the lands only two years ago. 
This bill now fixes the orice to settlers at 
$3, purchasable in tracts not to exceed 160 
acres, payment to be made in three annual 
installments, one-third at the date of entry, 
one-third at the end of one year, and the ba- 
ence in two years, with interest at 6 per cent. 
Any of these lands not entered within one 
year shall be sold at public sale at a price not 
less than that fixed in the bill.

THE ENGLISH AND AMERICAN CABINET 
SYSTEMS. 

There has been a growing sentiment in 
this country during the: past few years in 
favor of the adpption of the English Cabinet 
system, which requires that the Ministers of 
the Crown shall be selected from members 
of Parliament, and gives the Ministry a voice 
in the shaping of legislation. It is worthy of 
note, therefore, that the recent stormy scenes 
in the British Parliament should have led 
some of the political leaders in that country 
to believe that the American system is more 
desirable. Mr. Parnell, has expressed him- 
self very decidedly as believing the American 
system to be better suited to subserve the 
rights and interests of the people, because he 
contends that the tendency of late years in 
the British Parliamen? has deen to sub- 
ordinate all consideration of legislative 
projects to the Ministers of the Crown, 
and that the members of Parliament 
outside ot the Ministers find their 
natural powers and orivileges con- 
tracted by the Ministerial infaenees. 
The reeent dictatorial attitude of the Speaker 
ot the House of Commons, prompted and 
backed up by the Gladstone Ministry, would 
seem to give some colormg to Parneli’s 
theory, and the comparative merits ef the En- 
glish and American systems should evidently 
be studied closely before any change im our 
aoe system be. determined upon defi- 
nitly. 
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ernment is that the House of Commons rep- 
resents the interests of the people as against 
the Crown or any other element that may 
‘conflict with popular rights. This theory 
is the Dasis tor the limitation of the Ministry 
or the Crown advisers to members of Par- 
liaméent. The Ministry, in other words, is 
a mere com mittee of Parliament and respon- 
sible to that body.. Whena lack of con- 
fidence in the Ministry is voted by the 
Commons, either resignation or an appeal to 
the people is necessary, Meanwhile the 
Commons holds the purse-strings ef the 
Government and has the power to withhold 
supplies, disband the army and navy by that 
means, and clog every branch of the Govern- 
ment. The sovereign remains with a sort of 
fictitious sanctity, but his or her advisers, 
hests iament in case of disagreement.

however, as it is sustaining Gladstone in the

effort on the part of Congress to constrain 
the President to. subordinate his right of 
veto is resented by the people, as was the ef- 
fort of the Democrats at the extra session to 
coerce President Hayes to approve the re- 
peal of the Election laws by refusing to vote 
supplies for carrying on the Government. In 
the same spirit, Congress is jealous of all the 
powers reposed in it by the Constitution, 


‘ahd more sacredness attaches to the su- 


preme judicial construction of the organic 
law than to any other feature of 
the American system. The independence of 
the three branches of the Government would 
be Impaired by the adoption of the English 
Cabinet system, and, indeed, such a change 
would not be possible without amending the 


Constitution. If the danger in England be 


an encroachment of the Crown upon the lib- 
erties of the people as represented by the 
Commons, the danger in this country seems 
to be the encfoachment of Congress upon 
the other branches of Government. 

Senator Pendleton’s pending bill, which 
proposes to give members of the Cabinet 
certain privileges in the House of Represent- 
atives, with a view to thelr answering ques- 
tions that may be asked of them and partak- 
ing in the debates, is not by any means an 
adoption of the English system. Oongress 
would not thereby gain any authority over 
the President's advisers, nor would the Pres- 
ident be limited to a selection of his Cabinet 
from among the members of Congress, as the 
British sovereign is. The effect of tiie pas- 


sage of Senator Pendieton’s bill would sim- 


ply be to provide that the Cabinet officers 
should do openly what they now do furtive- 
ly. Instead of etreulating among Senators 
and Representatives on the floor of Congress 
or in the cloak-rooms, coathing the legisia- 
tors In their speeches, or golng before Com- 
mittees of Congress to ventilate their views, 
the members of the Cabinet would then be in 
seats in Congress, required to state their 
eases openly before the entire body, and sub- 
jected to examination and criticism in per- 
son. But the Cabinet would not thereby ac 
quire anything like the influence over legisia- 
tion which the English Ministers undoubt- 
edly possess by reason of their dual fune- 
tions as members of Parliament and repre- 
sentatives of the Crown, nor would Congress 
have the power of appointment and removal 
of the Cabinet which virtually rests with 
Parliament under the English system. It 
will be much wiser to feel the way toward 
the adoption of a responsible or “ respon- 
sive“ system of executive government by an 
experiment of the kind propesed by Senator 
Pendleton than to commit the Government 
to the English system, which, as recent 
events show, hes its disadvantages as well as 
its advantages.

THE CITY FINANCES. 

The report of ‘City-Controller Gurney on 
city affairs is one of the best documents of 
the kind ever issued in this city, and its re- 
sults are of the most encouraging character. 
The report itseif gives the facts as to the 
condition of the eity in a plain, untechnical 
manner, so that the balance-sheet is piain to 
everybody at all familiar with city affairs. 

The improvement of the city finances dates 
back to 1876, when the city, being reduced to 
actual suspension of payments, without 
credit and without money, begun the work 
of reform by discharging nearly one-half of 

salaried force, and reduced the salaries of 
the others. This reform, experience has 
shown, worked no Injury to the public serv- 
ice; Dut, on the contrary, improved its effi- 
ciency. ‘The City Council then abandoned the 
policy ot appropriations in excess of the reve- 
nue, and adopted the system of expending less 
than it appropriated. The result was a 
rapid recovery of credit. It took some years 
to get rid of the system of issuing serip in- 
stead of money, but by eonstant saving and by 
admirable management in the Controller’s of- 
fice the ‘city has reached that point where it 
issues no more Scrip and is able to pay ail 
current expenditures on demand. 

Five years ago the city had an empty 
Treasury, ho credit, and was overwhelmed 
with a floating (interest-bearing) debt ot four 
millions of dollars. The work of economy 
has remedied all this. All this floating debt 
has been paid off; the city has paid off also 
about $650,000 of its bonded debt, and has 
money enough to meet all current expendi- 
tures without the necessity of issuing a 
revenue note, or what is known as serip, to 
be paid out of future revenue. 

It has required courage and firmness on 
the part of the several Controllers to work 
out these results in spite of the thinly-dis- 
guised opposition of the City Council, but it 
has been accomplished, and the publie has 
reason to be grateful. . 

Controller Gurney calls attention to the 
fact that the assessment of property in this 
city for taxation made in 1880 will stand for 
five years, and that the revenue from that 
souree cannot be increased. He points out 
that future Administrations will be crippled 
seriously for want of revenue uniess there 
be an increased supply from other sources. 
He favors a system of licenses, by whicha 
large addition to the city revenues can be 
made without adding any serious burden to 
the general public. 

We congratulate the people of this city on 
this favorable exhibit of their municipal af- 
fairs, ahd refer to it asa conspicuous proof 
of how & municipality, by honesty, integrity, 
and economy, may not only extricate itself 
from difficulties of the most serious char- 
acter, but may also avold all such diflicul- 
ties as five years ago reduced Chicage to 
insolvency, under which, however, it bravely 
refused to rest.

of electing by districts would in the long run 
give the ex-Rebels no partisan advantage. 
The moment the Southern States decided to 
abolish Congressional districts they would 
invite retaliation at the North. The South 
by fraud and violence now sends to Congress 
almost a solid Demoeratic representation. It 
could gain at most but a dozen members by 
electing on a general ticket in each State. 
On the other umd, me North would gain 
twenty-eight members. It the Forty-sbventh 
Congress had been chosen in ali the States 
on this basis, the Republicans would have 

had 175 members Instead of 147 as at present, 
while the Democrats would have had 118 in- 
stead of 135, the Greenback party 
would have had no members. Tilinois would 
send up uineteen Republican Congressinen, 


New York thirty-three, Ohio twenty, and 


Pennsylvania, twenty-seven, whereas the 
Democrats now have six, twelve, five, and 
eight members, respectively, in each of these 
States. It is obvious that the Repuabllean 
party, from & partisan point of view, would 
lose nothing by having all Congressmen 
chosen on general tickets. 

The Democratic scheme is objectionable 
for a variety of reasons which need not de 
stated here, and especially becanse it would 
destroy the valuable principle of local repre- 
sentation. Experience demonstrated the 
wisdom of the present system in 1845, and it 
has been adopted in the election of seventeen 
Congtesses with the best results. An at- 
tempt to change it now, without previous 
notice or diseussion, would be futile; and it 
is ehiefly noteworthy as showing the insen- 


sate folly of the Bourbon Democracy and 


their great genius for conceiving impraetica- 

ble and dishonest schemes which they are 

afterwards obliged to abandon in disgrace.

THE SUBSIDY BUSINESS. 

Senators Blaine and Morrill, representing 
the Republicans, and Senators Eaton and 
Randolph, representing the Democrats, are 
very much concerned lest American Industry 
shall perish unless there be lideral subsidies 
voted by Congtess out of the pockets 
of the taxpayers. The present tariff pro- 
vides handsome and liberal subsidies. to the 
saltmakers, the iron and steel makers, the 
leather, silk, woolen, and cotton goods man- 
ufacturers, to the sugar refiners, and to 
severai other branches of industry, but none 
to the agricultural laborers of the country. 
To this latter class, being a large majority of 
the whole people of the country, is left the 
important, but not, therefore, the less oner- 
ous, duty of the bulk of these pro- 
posed subsidies.| Having taxed and protected 
shipbuilding out of existence, these states- 
men of the sabsidy school are now 
tmploring Congress to levy taxes on the 
public for shipbuilding. Thesesubsidies are 
variously disguised; some are proposed un- 
der the form of compensation for carrying 
the mail at the rate of $25 for each half- 
ounce letter, while others propose a subsidy 
of so much per ton cash for every ship built, 
and so much perton per voyage, or so much 
per ton annually during the existence of the 
vessel. There has been introduced to the 
Legislature of Missouri a series of resolu- 
tions in the formof a memorial to Congress, 
that in the distribution of subsidies those 
depending upon agricultural products be 
not overlooked, and that provision be made 
“to pay 10 cents for each and every hog 
raised” as a bouaty to increase the profits ot 
farming, and “efi¢ourage and aid all who 
may engage in & great & National Indus- 
try, and that the poor laborer may thereby 
get cheaper bacon.” A like bounty Is 
asked upon calves, “that the laborer may 
have cheaper beef.” This list might 
be extended largely, thus: a subsidy of haifa 
cent per pound on cotton, two cents per 
bushel oh ¢orm, ten cents per bushel on 
wheat, five cents per bushel on potatoes and 
other vegetables and on all seeds, one dollar 
on each horse or mule, five cents per pound 
on tobacco and sorghum sugar, and propor- 
tionate bounties on all other farm prodacts, 
—these subsidies to be paid directly out of 
the Treasury. There is nothing like equality 
before the law. There is no law to protect 
farmers, who have to sell their surplus 
productions for what they ean get for em; 
if they fail to pay expenses, Or to support 
themselves and families, they have to endure 
the consequences. An average of 25 per cent 
of their cost of living is made up of taxes to 
pay subsidies to those engaged in other in- 
dustries; and hente, if the Government is to 
subsidize one part of the population, let the 
subsidies be made general and equal. The 
farm-wagons which perform the transporta- 
tion to and from the local market and the farm 
cost more to purchase and annually trans- 
port more of the preducts of labor than all 
the steamers engaged in or necessary for 
the ocean commerce of the country. Why 
not subsidize the farm-wagen? Why not 
zrant a subsidy of so much per ton moved to 
and from market in the farm-wagons of the 
country? The Missouri memorial may read 
a little extravagant, but in fact it proposes 
nothing more unjust and outrageous than 
the other subsidies proposed and advocated 
in Congress by advanced statesmen of both 
parties.

Only One Man Killed, but Nearly 
All on Board Hurt More 
or Less.

BAD ACCIDENT.

Sr. Joun, N. B., Feb. 4.—This morning the city 
was thrown into a state of terrible excitement 
by the report that the Sussex express-train had 
jumped the track near Apobaqui; that the en- 
gineer had been killed, the fireman fatally in- 
jured, and a number of passengers seriously 
burt. Intense excitement prevailed, as a large 
number of St. John people wereon board re- 
turning from the skating carnival at Sussex last 
night. The following are the particulars 
thus far known: The Sussex express left for St. 
John at the usual hour this morning with a 
large number of passengers. Two engines were 
attached to it. The former, which had gone up 
with the night train, being in charge of driver 


Vones, and the second of Thomas Gammon. 


When within a mile of Apohacui Station the 
rails suddenly spread, throwing the 
trucks of the forward engine off the 
trace but without injuring any one in 
it. The other engine was thrown over on its 
side, and almost completely demolished. The 
tender was thrown past and over the engine,and 
lay bottom up, parallel with the track. The 
first-ciass car went past the tender and roiled 
over on its right, the further end reaching to the 
track. The smoking, baggage, second-class, 
and milk cars remained upright, and 
stood in the order given, the frst- 
class diagonally across the track. 
There were about twenty-fuur passengers in 
the first-class car, several of whom were in- 
jured, some of them severely. They were got 
out through the windows. Engineer Gammon 
was instantly killed, and was found standing on 
his head, with his hand on the lever. There was 
a mark on his temple where he bad come in 
contact with the machigery, and his face 
was somewhat blackened. The injuries 
to Fireman Robert McMann, at first 
reported killed. but subsequently found to be 
stunned only, consisted of a cutin the side of 
the head. He states that, after the first shock, he 
remembered nothing until he saw daylight 
through an opening under the tender, where 
the steam from the engine had thawed 
the snow away, and he at once 
crawied out. The wrecking-train from Moncton 
came down, and the track is being rapidly 
cleared. The passengers, mails, ete, were 
brought to this city by a train which left here 
at noon for that purpose. Gammon was s years 
old, and leaves a wife and child.

BUTTER AND CHEESE. 


MR. HOWE WILL MAKE IT LIVELY FOR THE 
ADULTERATORS. 


A TRIBUNE reporter bad a conversation yes- 
terday with Mr. H.T. Howe, the newly-appointed 
Butter and Cheese Inspector, upon the subject 
of what has been done, and what still remains to 
be accomplished, in order to rid the city of the 
wholesale system of adulteration which threat- 
ens not only to break up the legitimate butter 
and cheese trade of the city, but also to seri- 
ously affect the health of its inhabitants. Mr. 
Howe said: 

“ As you already know, three weeks ago I was 
appointed by the commission dealers interested 
in this work to take charge of the fight against 
the adulteration im this city of butter and cheese, 

since that ti been at work. 
obstac to our 
opening the campaign actively, and that was the 
difficulty of finding a chemist able to separate 
the different fata in the compounds sold by the 
retail dealers as good, dairy butter. The city 
chemist, Dr. Paton, has had specimens of what 
we know to be adulterated butter in his bands 
for three weeks, but he has not been abie to re- 
port upon them. At last, however, we have sur- 
mounted this difficpity, and dave secured the 
services of a chemist who claims that he can in- 
fallibly tell the counterfeit butter every time. 
He bas on hand five samples which we procured 
from different retail dealers, and be informs us 
that we shall be able to arrest the parties next 
Monday.” 
“YOU CONFINE YOUR ATTENTIONS TO THE RE- 
TAILERS?” 

“At t we do. The manufacturers of 
these adulterations claim that they are in a le- 
gitimate business because they brand their gooda 
oleomargarine, butterine, etc., but the question 
arises, to whom do they sell this stuff? It isto 
the retailers, who commit the direct fraud by 
selling it to consumer for pure butter. There 
is not one case in 100 where the * selis it to

manufacturer of oterfeit ‘putter. What I 
am after is to secure a National law against 
food adulteration and to arouse a National feel- 
ing against these food-counterfeiters.” 

“ How do you propose to set about this?” 

It will comein the natural course of events 
after the successful prosecution of the retailers 
has crippled the trade. An organized move- 
ment to the end mentioned will be started by a 
very powerful organization before * 

“ WHERE WILL YOU BEGIN YOUR PROSECUTIONS?” 


As soon as Our chemist makes his report we 
shall secure our retailers and take them direct 
to the Police-Court, where they will be prose- 
cuted under the city ordinance, which provides a 
fine of from $10 to $100 for offense. The 
State law fixes the penalty at from $10 to $300 
fine and from ten to utnety days’ imprisonment 
in jail, and if we Catch any manufacturer sel- 

the unbrand we sball proceed 
against him under ‘the State law. I the cases 
against the retaliers hold and they are punished, 
I believe we shall be able very shortly to crush 
the manufacturers, It is ble that they will 
appeal the cases, Dut if y do we will give 
them all tbe appediing they want. What will 
hurt the retailers, and throu them, of course, 
the manufacturers, most, will be the free adver- 
tisine they will receive. I do not see how any 
retailers detected in the sale of this bogus but- 
ter can fail to lose an enormous amount of cus- 
tom by the exposé.” 

“How do the manufacturers feel about it all?” 

“They are confident that the prosecutions 
will not succeed. In New York, where the 
butter men have suffered severely, where big 
butter houses formerly with half a million dol- 
lars have gone by the because of the com- 
petition of the adulterators, a strong fight was 
made against the latter, who, however, came 
out victorious. Quite recently the leading 
manufacturers here have boas to the butter 
men that the prosecutions are sure to fail, and 
they have been known even to offer to bet $500 
to $100 that the chemist will not be able to de- 
tect the fraud, and that they will be able to go 
right ahead with their business as long as it is 
profitable.”

QUITE AN EXTENSIVE ONE. 
From two to three car-loads of counterfeit butter 
are manufactured in this city daily. The favorit 
shipping points are Baltimore, New York, and 
Philadeiphia, but enough of it is gold here to 
supply at least 100,000 consumers. There is one 
factory alone here which has a capacity of one 
and one-balf car-! 000 nds—a day. 
It runs over 20,000 pounds a d regularly, and 
as the profit to the manufacturer is not less 
than five cents a pound the proprietor realizes 
over $1,000 daily. 

“Have you noticed any improvement in the 
market since the muvement against the adulter- 
ators wis commenced?”

He 
recognizes a Great Spirit: he believes in im- 
mortality; he has a quick intellect; he is a 
clear thinker; he is brave and fearless, and, 
until betrayed, he is true to his plighted 
faith; he has a passionate love for his chil- 
dren, and counts it joy to die for his peo- 
ple. Our most terrible wars have been 
with the noblest types of the Indians 


and with men who had been the white man’s 


friend.” Nothing is gained by exaggeration, 
and to bestow such glowing eulogy upon thé 


sistent with the wishes and interest of both 
branches of the tribe, with the settled Indian 
policy of the Government, and as nearly as 
practicable with the demands of justice.’ 

His language is clear and unmistakable, 
and the Commission was, if an ‘thing, 
in its constitution more favorably in- 
clined to the Poncas and their return 
to Dakota, than to Secretary Schurz.

The Indians 
shouid be prepared for citizenship by giving 
to their young of both sexes that industrial 
and general education which is requisit to 
enable them to be self-supporting and capa- 
ble of self-protection in civilized communi- 
ties. 2. Land should be allotted to Indians 
in severalty, inalienable for a certain period. 
3. Indians should have fair compensation 
for their lands not required for individual al- 
lotments. the amonnt to be invested with 
suitable safeguards for their benefit. 4. With 
these prerequisits secured, the Indians should 
be made citizens, and invested with the rights 
and charged with the resoasibilities of citi- 


The tale is not altogether a pleasant one. It

FIND PLEASANT AND ATTRACTIVE HOMES. 

For many years past, the white people have 
been exceedingiy anxious to eet a foothold in 
this most attractive section of country; and 
various schemes have been started with this 
view, the last of which was the reported discov- 
ery of extensive gold-mines. The frontier peo- 
ple have believed that there are excellent gold- 
mines in this region; and more than one expe- 
dition bas been sent out by interested parties, 
which resulted in disastrous failure. Still, that 
does not deter others from making the attempt 
which may result in the discovery of paying 
mines. Heretofore the Indians have been ex- 
ceedingly troublesome; and it is by no means 
certain that they have yet stopped making their 
raids, although the niain bodies of them have 
gone eastward, to the New Red Cloud and New 
Spotted Tull Agencies and Reservations in Da- 
kota, while Sitting-Bull was until lately in the 
British Possessions with his warlike bands. 

For many years this has been the fighting- 
ground of the Indian tribes, as the possession of 
the hunting-grounds was the great object for 
which the red men went to war. Here the buf- 
faloes swarm, and have done 80 perhaps for 
ages; and the aborigines bave failed to make 
any impression on the country. Along all of 
the streams they have pitched their tents, and 
in every valley have hunted the buffaloes and 
deer; but no lasting sign has been made by them 
in any direction. Even the beavers have done 
more than they have, as their dams stretch 
across many of the streams, backing up the wa- 
ters, and inundating great stretones of land 
near the bases of the mountains.

THE BOWIE-KNIFE.

A feud had existed for years between two 
parties of the Parish of Rapides, Miss., on Red 
River. The principals were Dr. Maddox, Maj. 
Wright, and the Baanchards on the one part, the 
Curreys, the Wellses, and Bowies on the other. 
A challenge had passed between Dr. Maddox and 
Samuel Wells. A meeting was arranged to take 
place near Natchez, Miss., in September, 1627. 
Hither the parties repaired with their friends. 
it was agreed that no persons should be present 
but the combatants, their seconds, d sur- 
geous. The place of meeting was a largé sand- 
bar, immediately below the upper blut. near 
Natchez. The sand-bar, at low water, is of eon 
siderable width, bogdered above betow with 
forest growt. On the opposit of this bar 
were stationed the friends of each party; one 
of these parties was something nearer the 
combatants than the other. Col. Crane was the 
second of Maddox. Between him and James 
Bowie and Gen. Currey there had long existed a 
deadlyfeud, and some months before this affair 
Gen. Currey shot Col. Crane with a shotgun, on 
Bayou Rapides, disabling one of his arms. 

The parties to the dyel approached the spot 
selected for the combat from different direc- 
tions.

“COMMITTEE WORK. 

THE HOUSE RAILROAD COMPITTEE. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 4.—The feature of 
the afternoon’s work among the Committees 
to-day was the meeting of the House Com- 
mittee on Railroads. MeMahon's Bill pro- 
viding that the patrons of street-car com- 


panies shall be aecommodated with seats in 


exchange for their nickels, and imposing a 
penalty on companies neglecting to heed this 
timely piece of legislative advice, was con- 
sidered at some length and referred to a sub- 
committee of three, with Rockwell, of Cook, 
as Chairman, to work it over and report 
upon it at a subsequent meeting. The Commit- 
tee then took up the one bill which the ru 
road companies would rather have defeated 
than any that has yet been introduced this 
sesgion—namely: the McWilliams anti-rail- 
road pooling measure. 

THE SWEEPING PROVISIONS QF THE BILL 
were duly given the day it was offered early 
in the session. By its terms pooling was 
everlastingly forbidden on pain of forfeiting 
no less than $3,000 a day for each and every 
day such a combination was maintained, and 
the power was put im’the hands of shippers 


and others to bring the offending roads 


up by a turn of . the crank 80 
sudden and sharp as almost 
to make the average railroad 
lawyer dizzy. After he had introduced his 
bill, McWilliams thought he saw a loophole 
through which the,railroads might escape, 
and he accordingly drafted a substitute to 
cover the point. When the Committee got

this afternoon, Garland, of Sangamon, pre- 
sented the substitute, and asked that it be 
considered instead of the original bill. The 
opponents of the measure skillfully fought 
it off for some time on the ground that the 
House, and not the Committee, could receive 
a substitute for a pending measure. Pending 
the discussion the substitute was read and its 
author allowed to explain .wherein it dif- 
fered from the original. The only material 
difference, as he putit, was the prohibition 
it contained against one of two roads cross- 
ing each other ata common point from ac- 
cepting compensation from the second road 
in consideration of its not taking any freight 
from common point. As McWilliams 
expl , he thought such tactics amounted 
to pooling any way, but, lest there might ®e 
some question about it, he had made the 


change. . 
THE PENALTY 
for a violation of this provision was laid at 
at $1,000 for each offense. A motion was 
then made to report the original back with 
the recommendation that it do not pass. The 
Committee, with the substitute now before 
it, immediately proceeded to fall into the 
trap by adopting the motion. It was then 
time to raise the point that the vote on the 
original carried the substitute with it. Me-

A TRIFLE DISCOMFITED 
for the moment, but proceeded to enter a 
motion to reconsider. This was carried and 
the substitute was now before the Commit- 
tee. Gafland thereupon moved to lay the 
original on the table and report back 
the substitute with the recommendation 
that it pass. The question was now fairly pre- 
sented, and the arguments pro and con 
took up the rest of the afternoon. Mc- 
Williams planted his feet firmly on the home- 
plate, And sta ip to urge the imperative 
necessity of his méasure in these dave of 
pools, freight discrimination, and the like.

Oconomowoc, Wis., Feb. 4.—The revival 
of interest in dairy-products, brought about 
by the recent meeting of the Wisconsin 
Dairymen’s Association, held at Waukesha, 
at which time many new and interesting 
modes and novel theories practiced by noted 
scientitic dairymen were discussed and their 
merits made known to the world, has in- 
duced the correspondent of Tue TRIBUNE to 
investigate the scientific method of preserv- 
ing green fodder practiced on thedairy-farm 
of Dr. L. W. Weeks, near this city. 

Dr. Weeks is known as one of the best and 
mow successful dairymen in this county, if 
not in the State. His dairy buildings and 
stables are a model of convenience, with a 
visible eye to the comfortof his stock not 
often seen on the modern farm. 

The scientific method used by him is called 
the Silo, and was first practiced fh France 
(where itis known as the Eusilage) about 
twelve years ago’ It is now extensively 
used there with great success, but is quite 
new to this country. As far as is known, 
there are four Silos In Maryland and New 
Jersey, and seve others jn the New En- 
cae States. was from Dr. Bailey, of 

lassach ugetts, that Dr. Weeks obtained his 
first ideas of the method; and by his own in- 
geniousness he has completed his first ex- 
veriment with perfect 1 55 and believes 
it to be of great importauee the dairy in- 


terest, 

The Doctor's plan of building a Silo, as 
executed on his place, is as follows: He has 
two pits dug in ground, tweive feet wide 
by thirty long and fourteen ~~ The sides 
are stone, cemented to the top by walls six- 
teen inches thick. The ttoms are 
cemented in the same . manner,—care 
being taken that all 
Theentire structure is then covered by a 
water-tight roof. and the carpenter and mason 
part of work is then finished. 

Green corn stalks are the best to preserve, 
and these are cut when just in full tassel, or 
of about twe months’ growth. They are im- 
mediately cut fine by a common straw-cutter 
run by steam, and thrown into the pits. 
When full, the whole Is covered with plank 
and subjected to a aig of, say, 106 
pounds to the oot.

In this State the fodder has an acid taste, 
something like vinegar, but seems very pieas- 
ant to the cows. These animals thrive-on 
it wonderfully, and the milk the give when 
fed with it canfot be excelled — ny boy: or 
richness. It is found by experie that it is 
best to feed the animais a little bran and ha 
with the preserved fodder, te supply a lack 
of albumen. 

Dr. Weeks’ Jersey cows now give twenty 

unds of milk per day, of which 27 per cent 

— cream. They are fed sixty pounds 
per diem. 

The cost of such a building, with every- 
thing necessary, is about $500, but there are 
many important items which have not been 
mentioned. In the first place, where the 
weather is apt to be colder than twenty de- 
—— below, a double er outside wall should 

bailt, to prevent the fodder from freezing. 
The pressure should never be taken off from 
the whole at once; and, when needed for use, 
the boards from one side only must be re- 
moved, and that side worked to the bottom 
before touching the other.
